Gas consumers of Daly City, Colma, 
South San Francisco and other towns 
of San Mateo county us far south as 
San Mateo city will pay 10 cents per 
thousand feet more for the gas they 
use on and after April 12th, according 
to a new rate schedule allowed the 
Pacific Gas and Electric Company by 
the State Railroad Commission. The 
application of the gas company for 
this raise was granted Friday of last 
week. 

According to the commission the 
increase in rates was made necessary 
by an increase in the price of fuel oil 
which added $267,600 to the company’s 
annual operating expenses, and by the 
passage of the King tax measure, 
which will mean an addition of $220,- 
000 to the company's taxes. 

In many districts the increase in 
rate will be 15 cents per thousand 
feet.

eiust have a license. 

In the latter part of Section 4 we find tile following:, 

"... any and all licenses shall be Issued, accepted and held subject 
to the pleasure of the Board of Trustees of the City of South San Francisco ; 
and may he revoked by said Board of Trustees or a majority of said Board at 
uay time for such cause as to said Board or a majority thereof shall upon 
investigation seem sufficient.” 

Aha! Then the trustees may revoke a soft drink seller’s license at any 
time and for any reason that may “seem sufficient” to them. Then if they do 
sot so revoke such license it must be taken that there is no reason to do so 
that appeals to them as sufficient. In other words, the peddling of booze, a 
business that every one of the trustees knows a large per cent of the soft 
4r1uk places in town are engaged in, is not taken as such reason. Then, may 
we. ask, what in heaven's name would they consider sufficient reason for sucji 
action ? 

But wait! It is not left altogether in the trustees’ hands as to what may 
be considered sufficient reason for the loss ol a license. In Section 12 is set 
forth the following; 

“ . , . or who shall not abide by all laws and ordinances now In force 
«r which may hereafter he enacted regulating places of business where any 
*uch beverages or drinks are sold, given away or furnished, shall forfeit all 
permits and licenses theretofore granted or issued to said person, persons, 
firm or corporation under the provisions of this ordinance." 

Then that person “who shall not abide by all laws now in force" should, 
inder the provisions of this section, “forfeit nil permits and licenses" granted 
film.
